Tumult Only Stemmed After Many Minutes of 


Frenzied Demonstration in Which Parker 


Adherents Join as Oftset To 


Tribute To Silver's 


Champion.

Chairman Williams was given a round 


of applause when ho appeared in the 
convention hall shortly after 10 o'clock 
this morning. Ho had mads allowance 
for the weather'by discarding his waist 
coat but offset this a trifle by pinning 
two extra sized badges on the outside 
of his coat. Ho carried a large cigar 
between his teeth, which he rolled and 
chewed nervously. As soon as he reach- 
ed his desk ho reached his pockets for a 
match, but finding none, bit the end of 
Jus cigar more vigorous than ever. 


As soon as h? had produced quiet in 


.the hall by the use of his gavel he in- 
troduced Archbishop 
Glennon 
of 
St. 


Louis, who delivered the invocation. As 
the, prelate 'resumed his seat a murmur, 
of applause ran through the convention 
which in a few seconds deepened into a 
roar of applause. 


Immediately 
after 
tho invocation 


Chairman Williams called for tho report 
on rules and order of business. 


"Tho gentleman'' from New York is 


recognized," ho concluded. 


Delegate Thomas Grady reported for 


the committee as published. Tho report 
was adopted. 


Grndy next read tho report concern- 


ing Porto Rico and the Philippines no- 
cording tho delegates from 1'orto Rico' 
Beats. 


Chairman Williams 
sharply repri- 


manded the persistence of tin. demand 
that the report should be read, und said 
it would if .delegates would allow it by 
keeping quiet. 


"This is a most important matter. We 


are a"bout to decide whether the Phil- 
ippines delegates shall bo entitled to 
votes in our national convention when 
nt the same time we declare that tho 
Philippines should not be a part of the 
United States. I therefore urge'you to 
•bo tjuiet. A motion.may have'full con- 
sideration." 


Senator Jerry South amended the re- 


port as it \vas read so.as to make it in- 
clude the Philippines. 


FOR AND AGAINST REPORT. 


"The question," said the chairman, "is 


upon the adoption of tho 
" 


Senator South interrupted with an ex- 


pressed desire to speak upon the ques- 
tion and acordingly took the platform. 
He declared that it had never been a 
part of Democratic doctrine to consider 
the insulnr possessions as part of the 
United States and he was opposed to 
such action. Ho.deprecated tiio idea of 
holding tho question in abeyance until 
the report of tho credentials committee 
•was received, and asked tho convention 
to vote down that part of the commit- 
tee's report. There were loud .calls of 
"question," but the chairman again rec- 
ognized L. Irving Handy of Delaware, 
who spoko in favor of tho report and 
urged its adoption. His expressed hope 
that the day would come when the Phil- 
ippines could select their own president 
nnd hold their own national convention, 
called for cheers. 


There were renewed cries of "ques- 


tion." 


DELEGATES ADMITTED. 


"If the gentlemen will be quiet," taid 


tho 
chairman, "the chair can put it 


quicker." On a viva 
voco vote the 


"ayes" were in a strong majority. Sen- 
ator-South asked for a roll call, but 
this was also heavily voted down by a 
viva voce vote. 


- "Tho roll call is declined," said the 
chairman, with a thump of the gavel. 


"Tho chair recoguixts tho gentleman 


from Porto Rico to express his thank* 
to the convention," called the chairman 
MA. W.' Molina oi that delegation rose 


in his seat. There -were numerous In- 
terruptions and calls; for • recognition, 
but the chairman 'silenced them and Mr. 
Molina took the platform. 


Mr. Molina spoke briefly and received 


a ripple of applause'- as he concluded. 
Chairman Williams endeavored to state 
that the clerk would make an announce- 
ment but was interrupted by cries of 
"louder." 


'In the days when tho angel Gabriel 


shall stand on tho highest mount of the 
world,' said the chairman, "and with a 
megaphone shall announce the crash of 
creation there will be' some one to in- 
terrupt him, crying 'louder.'" 


This witticism from the chairman hit 


the humor of the convention and a pro- 
longed laugh followed. 


NOT READY FQK REPORT. 


The secretary then 
announced that 


the permanent', organization committee 
wns not ready to make a report -and 
desired a-confercnce^of'.tlic committee. 


Because of the wretched acoustics of 


th.e hall, Chairman Wiliams requested 
the chairman of the New York and Illi- 
nois delegations to repeat all announce- 
ments. 
Mr. Williams created great 


laughter when he said: 


"So dreadful arc th'e acoustic proper- 


ties of this remarkable mooting place 
that my friend Ollie Jnmcs of Kentucky 
who has a vpice like the bull of Basham 
and in whoso deference that bull retir- 
ed from business, confided to me that 
even ho could not be heard in this 
plncc." 


'The next thing in the order of bus- 


iness," said the chairman, "is the report 
of the committee on credentials. Will 
the chairman of tho delegation pass the 
announcement along?" 


"I suggest," said John Cadwolader of 


Pennsylvania, "that tho megaphone be 
adopted." 


'Well, will you get tho megaphone! 


retorted the chairman. 


The clerk made a second announce- 


ment of the call, of the credential re- 
port. 


ADJOURN UNTIL 2 O'CLOCK. 


That committee at' onco 
announced 


that it would not be prepared to report 
until 2 p. m. The chair then recognized 
Wm. F. Shechan of New York who mov- 
ed that a recess be taken until 2 o'clock. 


The convention was instantly in an 


uproar of confusion as the delegates and 
visitors rose to leave. 


The motion to take a recess was 


agreed to by a viva voco vote and the 
morning session came to a close at 11:04 
a. m., after having lasted leas than an 
hour. 


The order maintained in the conven- 


tion hall this morning wtis a great im- 
provement over yesterday, although the 
proceedings were heard with 
difficulty 


today.' The first business was the pre- 
sentation and adoption of the report of 
the committee on rules. 
. 


GIANTS TO CLASH. 


With the promise of a contest of gi- 


ant orators over the adoption of the re- 
port of the committee on credentials the 
convention hall filled early for the af- 
ternoon session. . Long before the dele- 
gates began to arrive the galleries filled. 
The band gave a concert which was ap- 
preciatively applauded and every number 
was encored. Women again^predominat- 
ed among the spectators. The conven- 
tion of this afternoon gives promise of 
more work than heretofore. 


Crowding of the plat:;orra and visiting 


between the state .delegations has been 
prohibited. 


Delegates camo in slowly and 
took 


their places without causing demonstra- 
tions of any character.. The band had 
the undivided attention of the gathering. 
The attendance was larger than nt the 
previous session.

NOMINATION TONIGHT. 


As he was going into the hall Chump 


Clnrk said to the Associated Press: 


'I liave received n cordial telegram 


from Senator Cockrell saying lie would 
be glad for me to act 
«a permanent 


chairman. If we don't get blocked-Ic ceo 
no reason why we should not dispose of 
the nomination for president some time 
tonight. I shall call the vice chairman 
to the chair when Missouri Is,called,and 
nominate Cockrell. 'No ona shall /say 
that I have done anything to endanger 
his chances." 


Wm. J. Bryan was. given an ovation 


when he entered the hall just prior to 
the opening of the afternoon session of 
the convention. He was half way down 
the aisle when he ;was first recognized. 
There came a terrific yell from a group 
of delegates in the rear of the hall, and 
instantly it was caught up by the crowd 
and'the cheers rolled up in a roar. Mr. 
Bryan paid no attention at first to the 
demonstration-but quietly sought his 
seat. The galleries joined in the cheer- 
ing with' terrific enthusiasm. A man 
climbed to the chairman's table and be- 
gan to wave his arms up and down, 
shouting unintelligibly. In a moment 
Mr. Williams caught sight of him -and 
grabbing the enthusiast by the trousers 
ho hauled him down.

An enthusiastic demonstrator 


from South Carolina caught the sign of 
his state, tore up the steps and 'after 
brandishing tha red and white disk wild- 
ly, shook it at the Bryan and Hearst 
men and then placed it flat agninst the 
blue banr.er as though ho was nailing the 
flap of his country to a masthead. 


The Parker men came up swiftly now 


and before tho South Carolina man had 
lowered his hand the men from Arkan 
sas, Alabama and 
Pennsylvania. • were 


.turning over chairs and pushing through 
the aisles on their way to Ms side. 
After Pennsylvania, came Mississippi, 
New Jersey, Tennessee, Indiana, Louisia 
na, Texas, Connecticut and Virginia. 


MOVE A PARKER.OUTBREAK. 
The demonstration-resolved itself into 


a Parker outbreak more than a testimo- 
nial to Bvyan and it so remained to the 
finish, eighteen minutes after Mr. Bryan 
lad entered the hall. 


The Parker men claimed that they 


had information before entering the hall 
that the Bryan demonstration had been 
arranged, between tlic Hearst men and 
Tammany nnd they were prepared, to 
meet it by a Parker counter outburst oi 
their own. As the noise began to sub- 
side, Chairman Williams raised a huge 
megaphone and endeavored to announce 
that tho recess had ended and it was 
time for the convention to come to or- 
der. 


There was still much confusion as the 


huge gathering was trying to compose 
itself, that the chairman's voice even 
through the megaphone was hardly nu- 
dible. It was finnlly ascertained that 
the committee on credentials was ready 
to report. 


Just .at this instant Mr. Bryan arose 


in his plnce and began making his way 
to the platform. As soon as this Tvas 
observed up went the convention again 
on its feet and cheers arose with re 
newod vigor. . 


BRYAN'S MINORITY REPORT. 


When Mr. Bryan mounted the plat- 


form Yovung Deford, one of tho secre- 
taries, got on a table next to the pre 
siding officer and,, throwing both arms 
into tho air, shouted . and waved his 
arms frantically and another outburst 
of

TO COST NEARLY $150,000. 


There has-been considerable talk rela- 


tive to the raising of money, for the' 
erection of the asylum. In all'.probabil-; 
ity the total cost, notwithstanding bids, 
will figure up close to $150,000, for the 
bids do not include the mariy extras al- 
ways necessary, nor do they.take in the 
furnishings. Of course bonds must be is- 
sued by the county, possibly ^ not 
less 


than $100,000. At present there in on 
hand for the work $50,500. Of this am- 
ount $42,500 was "received; from .Insur- 
ance on the building burned- aid; there 
was $8,000 in the fund. Bonds will,not 
be issued at this meeting,..the members 
of the board claiming that there is 
enough money to pay progress of the 
work until the annual meeting is held in 
November next..

REGARDING MR. OVERSON. 


Some members of the board discussed 


on the side th'e little scolding that Sup- 
erintendent Ovcrsori, of the asylum, saw 
fit to administer to the board yester- 
day morning. 
Naturally they did not 


believe it was just the thing, but'admit 
that if any charges have been made di- 
rectly against Mr. Overson and manage- 
ment of the asylum it is.the duty, of 
some one to investigate thoroughly. It 
is not deemed policy to name a commit- 
tee to advise with Mr. Overson how to 
operate the farm, for the reason that 
the board of trustees have been disposed 
of by resignation and the appointment of 
a committee would -urtually mean an- 
other, set of trustees.

m.—A few nights ago Admiral Togo at- 
tempted to repeat the Japanese exploit 
with torpedo boat destroyers into tho 
larbor of Port Arthur for the purpose 
of sinking ships at their anchorage, but 
the attempt ended in disastrous failure. 


Four torpedo boat destroyers succeed- 


ed in creeping into the harbor which was 
not protected by bombs but only one es- 
caped.. Two were 
batteries and one 
reckless bravery of tuo Japanese in go- 
ing to almost certain death excites no- 
thing but admiration here. The chan- 
nel at Port Arthur is so tortuous and 
strewn with wreckage without that evi- 
dently it would have'been regarded as 
unnecessary to use a boom. On account 
of the difficulty of. getting into the har- 
bor the feat is considered in naval circles 
to bo fully as daring as that of the Ja 
panese at Woi Hai Wei where Japanese 
torpedo boats ia, a storm and covered 
with ico were jumped over the booms 
protecting that harbor and destroyed 
Chinese warships.

A Supporter o« tfce, Cold Water or 


Gravity Proce««i 


There are two ways of'successful 


creaming of the oalltf—tfie" separator 
and the cold water, gravity process, 
gays C, L. Peck in Tribune' i?nrmer.f I 
.give .the..-latter-for the reason I have 
tried it the most thoroughly and like 
it 'the best Aa the result of experi- 
ment I discovered'that a double set- 
ting in the Cooley. can or others of 
like process would cream within one- 
half of one-tenth of 1 per cent, which 
Is as close as is practicable with ordi- 
nary work with the best separators. 
I'have a box with, two /compartments 
made deep and large enough to contain 
the cans needed in my dairy, tbe size 
to be proportioned to the amount of 
milk to be sot , I have a stream of 
spring water running into the one 
apartment and water with plenty of 
ice in the other. The spring water 
stands about 40 degrees in warm sum- 
mer weather. When the milk is strain- 
ed the cans are set in the apartment 
containing the spring water for about 
two hours. It is then carefully lifted 
and immersed in the apartment con- 
taining the iced water, where It re- 
mains for about twelve hours longer. 
This.process saves about one-third of 
•the ice, and the double shock occasion- 
ed by first Immersing in the spring wa- 
ter and then in tbe iced water results 
jn a thorough creaming of tie milk.' 


It is claimed by the separator people 


that the separator takes out more of 
the impurities than tbe gravity proc- 
ess. I do not believe this is true, for 
the separator takes it out because it is 
the heaviest material in the milk, and 
the same reason would put the impu- 
rities at the bottom of the can, to be 
drawn off with the skim. Inllk, while ] 
the cream rises to the top because it is 
the lightest. I know of no person that 
has ever given a scientific test .to learn 
which takes from the cream the impu- 
rities the most thoroughly, •

A lady writes: One of the drawbacks 


to the back pedaling brakes is that 
when of the coaster variety they are 
apt to become noisy and act unevenly 
1£ exposed to the action of dampness. 
The one on my own hack machine after 
being ridden a good, deal in rain and 
mud acted so powerfully that several 
times it was nearly the cause of an ac- 
cident. On complaint being made the 
advice was given to "oil the brake," the 
lubricant being injected into 'a tiny 
hole just under the rear fork .of the bi- 
cycle frame. The idea of such treat- 
ment was rather startling, but as it 
proved in practice to be quite safe the 
hint. may. be of service to those trou- 
bled with noisy or too powerful brakes 
of the same type. Rim brakes can also 
be very tiresome after .Uie machine has 
been exposed to bad weather. If any 
rust shows on the rim and causes the 
brake to "catch" the best plan is to 
dust on a little.chalk or else black- 
lead, which will mend matters. Rim or 
band brakes should never be oiled, as 
It destroys the friction, and the con- 
nections with the hand lever are too 
Ion" to exercise a counteracting amount 
of force. Rims that are out of truth 
are also a fertile source of trouble. At 
the beginning of the season it is mon- 
ey, well spent to have any fault in tho 
rim put right.

THE DELEGATES SECTION- 


The section allotted to the delegates 


is directly in front of the platform. A 
large standard—a red, white and blue 
disc—designates the location of the var- 
ious delegations by states, and inciden- 
tally adds to the attractiveness of the 
spectacle. 


On either side of the delegates posi- 


tion provision has been made for the al- 


' ternates, the press seats, being located 


on the immediate side of the chairman's 
platform. 


Directly opposite the platform and in 


the rear of the delegates is a stand 
where » band of thirty pieces plays 
throughout the convention, filling in the 
gaps with stirring music. The platform 
and bandstand have been decorated in 
harmony with the whole scheme, the na- 
tion's emblem predominating. 


The galleries encircle the ellipse, the 


seats rising in tiers. Seats ori the plat- 
form and one section of the gallery im- 
mediately in the rear are for the gover- 
nors, members of congress, mayors of 
cities and others of distinguished promi- 
nence in the party. A hospital has been 
provided in the ante-room and is fully 
equipped.

HEROIC DASH A FAILURE 


Japanese Torpedo Boat Destroy 


era Creep Into Harbor at . - 


Port Arthur. 


ST. PETFJISBURG, July 6.—1:30 p. 


m.—A few nights ago Admiral Togo at- 
tempted to repeat the Japanese exploit 
with torpedo boat destroyers into the 
harbor of Port Arthur for the purpose 
of sinking ships at their anchorage, but 
the attempt ended in disastrous failure. 


Four torpedo boat destroyers gucceedl- 


ed in creeping into the harbor which was 
not protected by bombs but only one es- 
caped., Two were sunk by the shore 
batteries and one was crippled. The 
reckless bravery of the Japanese in go- 
ing to almost certain death excites no- 
thing but admiration here. The chan- 
nel at Port Arthur is so tortuous and 
strewn with wreckage without that evi- 
dently it would have-been regarded as 
unnecessary, to use a boom. On account 
of the difficulty of getting into the har- 
bor the feat is considered in naval circles 
to be fully as daring as that of the Ja- 
panese at Wei Hai Wei where Japanese 
^orpedo boats in^ a storm and covered 
with ice were jumped over the booms 
protecting that harbor 
and destroyed 


Chinese warships.

Racine citizens who have ever -visited 


Madison can not have failed to notice 
the evidences of public spirit on every 
band. If they have gone out o{ the bea- 
ten track and visited the parka, the 
driveways and places of public resort, 
and especially if they have taken 
the 


beautiful drive along the lake shores, 
they will have involuntarily 
remarked 


•what a beautiful place and how has it 
all been accomplished- 


The streets are every one of them pav- 


ed, that is macadamized, and there are 
no dirt roads in that 
charming city 


which in Racine are by courtesy called 
streets, consequently driving in Madison 
is a pleasure, not a task. Traction lines 
connect the two long ends of the city 
both ends terminating in the real coun- 
try and affording a restful ride. It is 
here well worth while to take a round 
trip as the cars pass through very pleas- 
ant parts of the .city, one end passing 
the whole length of the beautiful sta,tc 
university grounds and buildings, and 
both taking in large portions of the two 
lake shores. This ride will occupy per- 
haps an hour and a half and is certain- 
ly returning good interest on the invest- 
ment of car fare, and to say the cars are 
all open and well tilled every hour in the 
day is not saying a word too much. The 
Sunday receipts of ihrsc eni-s arc stated 
to have frequently reached as high as sev- 
eral hundred dollars, as the enterprising 
managers are up to their business and 
directly encourage travel by placing on, 
when the weather is any way promising, 
more extras than there are regular cars, 
and with courteous conductors, for in 
Madison every street car has a condue- 
tqr and passengers are not asked to 
work their passage by officiating as con- 
ductors. 


How have the improvements nrounil 


and in Madison been accomplished 
it 


might be asked? First the citizens with 
fine public spirit back up their city offic- 
ials and the result is a handsome, well- 
paved and well lighted city, enterprising 
traction companies, and encouragement 
on all sides. Second, a considerable part 
of the public improvements as to 
the 


outside driveways around the lakes, and 
work in the parks has been largely accom- 
plished through the efforts of the citi- 
zens themselves. An association was 
formed several yrars ago under the name 
of the Madison Park and Pleasure asso- 
ciation and sue! men as John M. Olin, 
Wrn. !•'. Vilas. O'mlge J. H. Carpenter, 
Hon. Burr W. .Jones,D. H.Tenney, Wil- 
l.et S. Main and others hiivc contributed 
largely in lands -and money to the end 
that the parks und driveways should be 
improved and additional tcritory added 
thereto. Up to January 1st last there 
had been contributed bj; citizens of Ma- 
dison, $76,551 and for the year 1004 for 
nil purposes there had been contributed 
$30,471, one of the improvements being 
the dredging out of the channel of the 
Yahara river which connects the chain of 
lakes around the city, this improvement 
when completed enabling all classes o£ 
steamers and sail boats.on the lakes to 
freely pass from one lake, to the other. 


Iton. John M. Olin is the efficient and 


hard working president of this Park and 
Improvement association and is co-oper- 
ated with by public spirited citizens. Ev- 
ery year the association holds a public 
meeting at which are present many citi- 
zens, reports rend and work mapped put 
for the ensuing year. The city council 
whenever possible co-operates with the 
association and the association with the 
council in turn, thus the beneficent work 
is always in progress. The contributors 
to the funds which have made so charm- 
ing a city out of Madison number in the 
hundreds and the contributions range 
from a thousand or so down in the flvef.. 
Tenney park, the Henry Vilas park, Vin- 
gra park, arc the gifts of private contrib- 
utors, and the city council as well as 
the railway companies have been at all 
times liberal contributors and co-operat- 
ing cheerfully with the public spirited 
men who are giving their time and their 
money to add to the pleasure and the 
comfort of their fellow men. 


Kacinc citizens whenever in Madison 


•will do well to call on some of these 
men, especially" the Hon. John M. Olin, 
and learn a point or two- They can not 
fail but to be impressed anfi it will clo 
them good. Again they will learn the 
value of » mutual co-operation between 
municipal authorities and public spirited 
men, and they will be snro to learn some 
things can just as woll be done as oth- 
ers if one will only think so. 


THE BtRTU Off A CHEAT PARTY. 
A notable celebration is in progress at 


Jackson, Michigan, today. Noted speak- 
ers arc present with Secretary of State 
Hay being the orator of the day. This 


celebration marks the fiftieth anniver-' 
sary of the formal organization of, the 
Republican party, having'been .'helfl at 
Jackson on July 6th, 1854. It hag 'been' 
asked"why it is that Wisconsin is not' en- 
titled to that great honor, a gathering 
of Republicans haying been held at Hl- 
pon on the 28th of February, several 
months before'at which the Jate Major 
A. E- Bovay and other earnest men were 
present, and the name Republican party 
for the first time given and the name 
recognized by Horace Greely and the 
early pioneers in the faith. To this .the 
reply is made that, toi Jackson belongs 
the honor of holding the first formal con- 
vention and it is this that secures to 
Michigan for nil time the credit and 
fame of holding the pioneer Republican 
convention at which a platform was de- 
clared and nominations made, Kinsley 
S. Bingham being chosen for governor. 


That year were seen other formal con- 


ventions, Michigan, Wisconsin, 
Maine, 


Ohio, Indiana, all being' in the field. 
The first formal convention in this state 
was held in the then very young city 
of Madison on July 13th, seven days lat- 
er than that held at Jackson, and among 
those in attendance were (reorge S. 
Wright of Racine and A. C. Lewis ot Ke- 
nosha. these delegates being on the < om- 
mittee to report officers for the perma- 
nent organization. In the permanent or- 
agnization appears the name of Gol: J. 
0. Bartlett as one of the vice presi- 
dents- As in the other conventions held 
the resolutions were denunciatory ot the 
slave power and resolved to combat the 
further extension of slavery, to repeal 
the fugitive slave law, to restore Ne- 
braska and Kansas to free territories, to- 
restrict slavery to the states in which 
it then existed, and to exclude slavery 
from all territories in which the gen- 
eral government had control, prohibiting 
the admission of any more territories as 


ive states. The resolutions also resist- 


ed the acquisition of any move territory 
urless slavery was absolutely forbidden'. 


As to this Wisconsin convention it is 


to be said the Milwaukee Sentinel and 
Janesville Gazette were prominent in 
the party councils and published full re-, 
ports, that of .the Jauesville Gazette 
having been made by Charles Holt, .then 
editor, of date July 22nd and in the Sen- 
tinel July 15th. Mr. Holt it is stated is 
yet alive and is publishing a paper at 
Kankakee, Illinois. The platform adopt- 
ed at this convention was the work of 
Wyman Spooner, then one of the leaders 
of the party in the state-and a relative 
of the present Senator Spooner. The 
members of the resolution committee 
were as follows: j. A. Sleeper, Charles 
Holt, Wyman Spooner, David Atwood, 
H. A. Bird, B. Dunnwiddie and S. Bird. 
The officers of the 
convention were: 


John Walworth, president; Vice-presi^ 
dents, S. Wakely, Albert Smith, William 
Blake, Charles Roeser, J. T. Mills, Hallis 
Sauk, W. W. Sfoyes, J. 0. Bartlett, N. 
W. DeaJi. The secretaries were: 
HV 


Rublee and L. F. Frisbit. 


It is well to recall these early days 


when to be a Republican meant some- 
thing and stood for something. The pas- 
sions aroused were such that while in 
the free north, southern men were per- 
fectly free to go everywheres and to as 
freely express themselves, it was not the 
ca.se in the south and Republicans in 
those districts took their lives in their 
hands. Even in the north the term abo- 
litionist was used as a reproach, but the 
Republicans while ardently .desiring the 
termination of slavery yet 
were 
not 


abolitionists in the sense the term was 
used, and at no time had any idea what-' 
ever of interfering with slavery in the 
states where it was legalized. Their 
fight was to resist its steady- encroach- 
ments, to prevent further extension, and 
to insist upon the territories being free 
soil. 


There are men living who stood firm 


as rocks in those early days of the partly 
and who took part in the first conven- 
tions, and there is yet a corporal's guard 
of delegates living v?ho took part in the 
convention in 1856 which nominated 
John Charles Fremont and L. M. Dayton 
of JSFew Jersey. But the Jackson celebra- 
tion will be notable and addresses will 
be delivered by eloquent speakers, the 
most prominent of whom will be as stat- 
ed, Secretary of State Hay. The sole 
survivor of the famous Jackson conven- 
tion, that known to be', such, Ira L. La 
Munyon, now of Colorado, will be pres- 
ent and doubtless tell his story of those 
early days. 


THE .lUCrHT AND THE WRONG. 
There is much interest being taken in 


the visit of the noted writer, Joseph Lin- 
coln Stefflns to Wisconsin .and it is re- 
ported in addition to' the Milwaukee 
graft matter that he will secure infor- 
mation from which to make a special re- 
port to President Roosevelt on the trou- 
bles in this state existing in the Repub- 
lican party: This may result in the col- 
lection oi facts which may satisfy the 
president as to which side is right but 
just what.the president can do about it 
is another matter. Obviously President 
Roosevelt may not tckc sides and nei- 
ther could such influence the new no- 
tional committee. 


This committee will of course proceed 


upon the ; assumption that the national 
committee previously and the national 
convention upon the declaration made 
by the sub committee of the national 
committee and this eommitt.ee to the na- 
tional convention, and theri' the creden- 
tial of the convention itself and ratified 
by the convention unanimously, that 
both the Stalwart 'and" the* £a(FpUc'tte 
contention had not only b.con *beajrd' but 
the testimony -thoroughly examiniid/de- 
clared the delegates .hei^ci by Senators 
John-C. Spobner and;Joseph'^V. Quarles 
were, the 
regularly' elected' delegates, 


that it would follow the state ticket 
nominated J>y the same delegates would 
be as regular as were the delegates at 
large, nominated by the' same conven- 
tion. 


The manifesto or statement issued by 


the governor's central committee denies 
any examination whatever was 'made by 


the national convention or its commit- 
tees. This is''the language, "The stal- 
wart contestants were seated 'without 
anyieffort upon the part o'f the. national 
committee to. examine into the merits o£ 
the contest, and -without, any considera- 
tion^ whatever of the'records and (evi- 
dence." It insists no, efforts were made 
to ascertain the truth - of the matter/ 
and that prejudice or something'else pre- 
vented. Opposed ttf all this is the word 
of eminent Republicans whose word is 
every whit as good as that oi the men 
who have deliberately sent this state- 
ment broadcast- These mem declared to 
the convention that they had examined 
the evidence submitted carefully and pa- 
tiently and that they' did so con be well 
believed despite the denial of the gov- 
ernor's committee.

while it would be of influence, yet it 
might not influence the minds of those 
who would seemingly wreck a great par- 
ty rather than give up forcing a third 
successive term upon the people of the 
state where not even a colorable argu- 
ment can be made therefore.

'AT ST. 


• The Democratic national - convention; 
convenes today at .St..Louis", with the 
platform and candidate.for the presiden- 
cy well indicated in advance. The action 
yesterday in the caucuses plainly indi-' 
cated the platform will practically en- 
dorae the gold standard since it is .very 
doubtful if the adherants of Bryan can 
bring about any reaflir'mation of the 
Kansas City or Chicago platforms. ..Bry- 
an himself so far has not shown he can 
control the convention and in a number 
of matters the committees and state 
caucuses have very plainly indicated the 
Bryan influence has materially waned 
and in some states is evidenced by a to- 
tal lack of influence. 


The nominee at; the opening of the con- 


vention looks very much like Judge Par- 
ker of New York- It has every appear- 
ance that with the evident passing .away 
of the Bryan influence in the national 
committee, the lack of filling out quali- 
ties of the Hearst movement, the fediag 
away of the Nebraslcan, the lack of co- 
hesiveness of the Cleveland renaissance, 
the fact the opposition can not agree 
upon any candidate wherewith to com- 
bat the Parker forces., that the New 
York man is invincible and will win oxit 
with the nomination on the first or: the 
second ballot. Of course anything is 
possible with over 400 uninstructed del- 
egates and very lukewarm 
delegations 


instructed, but still the, general • situa- 
tion is rather convinciig that the nom- 
ination of Judge Parker is asaxired. 


THE PROHIBITION PLATJB'OR.M. 
The prohibition platform calls for a 


non partisan tariff commission. This is 
precisely the same recommendation mtide 
by President Roosevelt in one1 of his mes- 
sages to the country and congress. But 
another plank will evoke more discus- 
^sion, this being that,the suffrage should 
depend upon the mental and moral qual- 
ifications of its citizens. A plank de- 
manding the safeguarding of every citi- 
zen in every place under the govern- 
ment of the people, of all the rights 
guaranteed by the laws and the consti- 
tution scores some great combinations of 
capital and of labor- Inieraationol ar- 
bitration, the application of uniform 
laws for, our country and our dependen- 
cies, the extension arid honest applica-. 
tion of ehil service laws, Electing United 
States senators by the* people;"reforma- 
tion of the divorce laws,' extinguishing 
polygamy,' the Blotting out ot the ille- 
gal sanction of ^ the social evil< the im- 
partial enforcement of the laws,' are all 
planks any political party could well de- 
clare. \ It goes without saying that the 
main' issue of the Prohibition ' party, 


that.lof the total suppression of the sale 
of liquor, and its manufacture, Is declar- 
ed to be^he issue paramount and ^the

John S. Williams, as , temporary chair- 
man," said Chairman Jones, and again 
the convention cheered.

nnd again by laughter. 


INDULGES IX SARCASM. 


At this point, the Michigan delegation 


entered the hall and there were several 
calls for order. Cheers were evoked by 
the speaker's statement that Mr. Roose- 
velt had found praise for only three 
presidents, 
George Washington, Abra- 


ham Lincoln and himself, and when ask- 
ed if the "hell-roaring Jake Smith" or- 
der was a sample of the moral sentiment 
for which the Republicans stood, a lusty 
cheer broke forth. 


BOTHERED BY COJsTERSATIOX. 
A greater part of Williams' speech 


was • delivered under great 
difficulties 


for th»-speakor and those of his hearers 
who were supposed to be most directly 
interested, in his remarks. The aisles 
leading past the delegates were packed 
by dense throngs who kept up a con- 
stant hum of conversation that smoth- 
ered Mr. Williams' voice.

Mr. Williams drew a picture of the

For several minutes' after the Murphy 


incident the demonstratiop continued.

CREAMING MILK. 


A tarawter of «k* Col* Wfttw •» 


There are two ways of successful 


creaming of the -milk— the separator 
end the cold water, gravity process, 
•ays C. L. Pedt in Tribune' .Farmer.- I 
give the. latter for the reason I have 
tried it the most thoroughly and like 
it "the best As the result of experi- 
ment I discovered 'that a double set- 
ting in the Cooley can or others of 
like process would cream within, one- 
half of one-tenth of 1 per cent, which 
is as close as is practicable with ordi- 
nary-work with the "best separators. 
I 'have a box with two compartments 
made deep and large enough to contain 
the cans needed In my dairy, the Blie 
to be proportioned to the amount of 
milk to be set x I have a stream of 
spring water running into the one 
apartment and water with plenty of 
ice in the other. The spring water 
stands about 45 degrees tn warm sum- 
mer weather. Wheu the milk is strain- 
ed the cans are set in, the apartment 
containing the spring water for about 
two hoars. It Is then carefully lifted 
and immersed la the apartment con- 
taining the iced water, where it re- 
mains for about twelve hours longer. 
This .process saves about one-third of 
the Iceland the doable shock occasion- 
ed by first immersing In the spring wa- 
ter and then 'Jin the iced water results 
iix a thorough creaming of tne milk.1 


It is claimed by the separator, people 


that the separator takes out more of 
the impurities than the gravity proc- 
ess. I do not believe this is. true, for 
the separator takes it out because it is 
the heaviest material in the:inilki and 
the same reason would put the. impu- 
rities at the bottom of the can, to be 
drawn off with the skim toilk, while 
the cream rises to the top because it is 
the lightest. I know of no person: that 
has ever given a scientific test. to learn 
which takes from the cream the Impu- 
rities the most thoroughly,

CYCLING. 


A lady writes: One of the drawbacks 


to the back pedaling brakes Is that 
when of the coaster variety they are 
apt to become noisy and act unevenly 
if exposed to ;the action of dampness. 
The one on my own hack machin* after 
being ridden .a good, deal in rain and 
mud; acted so powerfully that several 
times it was, nearly the cause of an ac- 
cident On complaint being made the 
advice was given to "oil the brake," the 
lubricant being injected Into 'a tiny 
hole just under the rear fork ,of the bi- 
cycle frame. The: idea of such treat- 
ment was rather startling, but as it 
proved in practice to be quite safe the 
hint..may. be of service to those trou- 
bled with noisy or too powerful brakes 
of the same type. Him brakes can also 
be very tiresome after .the machine has 
been exposed to bad weather. If any 
rust shows on the rim and causes the 
brake to "catch" the best plan is to 
dust on a little . chalk or else black- 
lead, which will mend matters. Rim or 
band brakes should never be oiled, as 
it destroys the friction, and the con- 
nections with the hand lever are too 
long to exercise a counteracting amount 
of force. ' Eims that are out of truth 
are also a fertile source of trouble. At 
the beginning of the season it is mon- 
ey^well spent to have any fault in the 
rim put right.

HE artistic Ideal of a beautiful 


hand requires that, besides a 
sightly coloring, it shall give the

The hand is meant for use, and it can- 
not be really beautiful unless It con- 
veys also a suggestion that It can be 
used. The soft, helpless hand ot a baby, •• 
Is not attractive in a grown womar;. 


Plainly, the hand must be used ac- 


tively to make it strong and graceful. 
At the same time one naturally wants 
to keep it from being stained and stiff- 
ened in the way that is often Incidental 
to the doing o£ manual work, say, for 
instance, 
housework. 
Undoubtedly 


housework is at once the most useful 
and healthful of feminine employments, 
yet it is hard on the hands if one does 
not take care of them. 


It is not impossible to have pretty 


hands In connection vrith performing 
manual labor or participating in stren- 
uous outdoor amusements. 
First ot 


all, of course, keep the hands clean as 
possible. You cannot, however, be run- 
ning to wash them every half minute 
if, ,Jor instance, you are digging in 
flower beds. Constant washing hurts 
the ekin of the hands. But the use ef a 
good, stiff scrubbing brush Is of great 
value for the nails and fingers. A small 
ordinary scrubbing brush, can be got 
for a few cents, and it does the work 
quite as well as a more expensive one. 
There are now mild scouring soaps 
made especially for' the bands with 
just enough "grit" in them to rub off 
the stained and rough cuticle. 
The 


scouring soap and scrubbing brush ap- 
plied with vigor around the nails will 
whiten these and the fingers astonish- 
ingly. 


There Is a lotion especially valuable 


for taking oft tan and for softening the 
bauds. This is simply equal parts ot 
lemon juice and glycerin. Strain the 
lemon juice through a thin cloth to re- 
move all pulp. Keep this simple prepa- 
ration on your toilet stand. If It Is ap- 
plied plentifully before going to bed' 
and a pair of loose gloves worn upon 
the hands at night this will go far to 
keep your hands smooth and soft. 


Now for the nails. To begin, never 


under any circumstances bite your 
nails. Some, girls have even the de- 
testable and sickening habit of bitliig 
off hang nails, that, too, in the presence 
of others. Of course, you never do that. 
Besides the finger brush, a few simple 
implements are useful for the nails. 
One of these Is a pair ot French nail 
clippers. Another Is a nail file. The 
velvet file Is now the approved one. A 
bit ot emery board will remove all 
rough or loose skin from around the 
nails after they have been trimmed 
symmetrically with the clipper. 


A tiny wooden stick slightly flattened 


at the end is considered best for re- 
moving from under the nails whatever 
dirt the scrubbing brush has left. It 
you dip the stick Into lemon. Juice be- • 
tore applying it thia will bleach away 
any'stain from under the nails. When- 
ever you wipe your hands push gently 
back with the towe! the flesh from 
around the white "half moons" at th* 
base of the nails so these will show, 
Lastly, the nail polisher. Use plenty ol 
the polishing ppwder with It.
